Seeks Heavy Insurance. 

A tew days before he started on the trip 
Fisher applied to the Travelers for an ad- 
ditional policy of $46,000, This was the maxi- 
mum amount to be paid in case of death. 
The applicatiom according to officials of the 
ccmpany, was rejected. They became sus- 
picious because of the already large policy 
of $10,000 he held and refused to give him 


any more. 

In applying for the additional policy Fisher 
specified on the application blank that he had 
applied for the following amounts of in- 


surance: 
Maryland Caasu ale - $25,000 
Ocean Accident and Guarantee 25,000 
Preferred Accident ...++++2++ 230,000 


He told insurance men at that time he 
wanted about $90,000 or $100,000 worth of 
accident insurance, in addition to the $250,- 
000 he carried on his life. 


Collects $5,550; Then Sues. 

After Fisher had collected $6 660 he brought 
rult against the Travelers’ company for the 
claim on the rejected application. If this 
policy had been issued, according to officials 
of the company, he would have been entitled 
to $22,500, face value. and about $25,200 with 
accrued interest. The case was tried before 
Judge Cottrell in the Municipal court. The 
jury disagreed, standing eleven to one in 
favor of the company. 

“The Travelers“ company paid Fisher 
promptly on his $10,000 policy.“ said Attor- 
ney Frank M. Cox of that company. “It 
did not settle with him on his other claim 
and it will not settle with his heirs, because 
the claim was fraudulent. The policy was 
never issued. In fact, the application was 
rejected.”’ 


$250,000 Policies Good. 

Officials of the three life insurance com- 
panies in which Fisher was insured for an 
aggregate of $250,000 made an investigation 
during the day and found the policies are 
good, no matter in what manner Fisher met 
his death.

Pointing to charts, models, photographs, 
and life sige casts illustrating the effects of 
disease, he declared he would rip out the 
whole thing with the exception of the section 
on eugenics. 

Do you suppose that chamber of horrors 
has a moral, reforming, or even an educa- 
tional effect? he asked. I do not believe 


‘that fear is a high ethical concept to appeal 


to. Our efforte must be turned, not toward 
dragooning the young to do right, but toward 
the inculcation of that right thinking which 
leads to doing right.

She gave statistics 
showing the cases of lead poisoning in the 
pottery factories in England were only one 
in six, while in the potteries in New Jersey 
they are one in two. 


Beer an Antidote for Plumbism. 

Sir Thomas Oliver, an English authority 
on plumbism, said it was a hard blow to the 
teetotalers when they learned that beer, was 
an antidote for lead poisoning. 

Sir Thomas warned women against the 
use of hair dye. 

I had a case of plum diem a few weeks 
ago which was fatal,’ said Mr. Oliver: “ It 
was not until several weeks after the woman 
died that we found where she had contracted 
it. Her niece unearthed some powders and 
it was then discovered that the beautiful 
black hair which was one of her chief fea- 
tures,. was the result of the use of a dye in 
which lead was one of the principal com- 


ponents.”

Jailer Jacobus Resented. 


DISORDER QUICKLY QUELLED

Armed Guards Later Beat Alleged

in Jackson, Mich., broke out last Sunday in 
the Cook county jall.

Prisoners confined in the fourth tier of 
cells refused to return to their compartments 
whén ordered by Assistant Jafler Arthur 
Jacobus. They resented, it is said, being 
addressed in abusive language used by Jaco- 
Threaten to Attack Jacobus, 

The prisoners were in an ugly mood and 
stood their ground in strike fashion, 
threatening an attack upon Jacobus, when 
Night Jaller John J. Myers appeared. Myers 
argued with the men. They voiced their 
Gislike for Jacobus, but yielded to Myers’ 


The men who. took part in the mutiny are 
being denied the customary privilege of ex- 
ercising in the “‘ bullpen as punishment for 
their behavior. 

According to jail officials, the mutiny was 
stamped out promptly, no fresh outbreak has 
occurred, nor is there danger of future trou- 
bie as the outgrowth of the strike. 


Assault on Prisoner Alle 
On the day following the demonstration 
against Jacobus, it is reported, six guards 
armed with sticks accompanied Jacobus into 
a cell and attacked a prisoner under the 
impression that he instigated the strike. 
This prisoner, however, is said not to have 


had any part in it. 

Jailer Will T. Davies joined other officials 
in denying the reported assault upon a pris- 
oner. . 

“The prisoners“ said Davies, became 
rebellious and refused to obey Jacobus’ com- 
mands, but went to their cells when com- 
manded to do so by Myers. There was no 
attack on a prisoner by the guards, 80 far,

200 escapes. Before they are sent out they 
give their word of honor they will not at- 
tempt to escape and will prevent others from 
trying. They get relatives and friends to 
make like promises on their behalf, so that 
when a man does escape he throws down his 
best friends. 

“The public is against the Contract sys- 
tem.

Holds Close Confinement Wrong. 

Warden Tynan is emphatic in criticising 
the olf system of prison management. as- 
serting it is fundamentally wrong from both 
the viewpoifit of the state and prisoner.

Some of his comments there together with 
the principal points of his speech may be 
summarized as follows: 

7 If I had the power I would sell the val- 
uable bridewell property tomorrow and buy 
a large farm.

SPEAKER FORCED TO QUIT. 


President of International 
Makes Semi-Apology. 


GPNEVA, Switzerland, Sept. Tumult 
and display of temper marked today’s ses- 
sion of the international peace congress. The 


proceedings became at ene moment so stormy 


that one of the speakers was compelled to 
leave the platform. 

Questions connected with Morocco and Trip- 
oli occupied the attention of the congress and 


the criticism by Dr. Gobat, president of the 


international peace bureau, of Germany's at- 
titude in Morocco brought the German dele- 
gates to their feet in heated protest. 

Dr. Gobat was obliged to make a semi- 
apology and to assure them that he did not 
intend to infer that either the German gov- 
ernment or the German nation was respon- 
sible for bringing war so close. The pre- 
valllng Chasuvinism of Europe was, he said, 
responsible for that crisis. 


Representatives of the French Christian 


Society of Peace said they thought some of 
the blame for the crisis might be attached to 
France for intervening in Morocco. 

This caused another uproar, and as the fac- 
tions were unadle to reconcile their differ- 
ences, the subject was referred to a commit- 
tee which ls to try to produce a formula which 
will not offend either side. 

When the Italian adventure in Tripoli was 
broached in the discussion such an uproar 
arose that the speaker was obliged to sus- 


pend his remarks.

Faggots.— The above combination made up 
into rissoles (balls) and fried. These are 


sometimes called savory duck. 


Mrd. C. objected to the name faggots, sayin 
that in London (this with a cunning and ——— 
ful air) these would always be called rissoles. 
Yet she agteed that rissoles were made of any 
kind of meat “put through a sausage machine,’ 
While the girls said that in the midlands fag- 
ots was the right name for rissoles when 
they were made of pork. 

They distinguish between hashed meat 
and “the min¢e.” Hashed meat, according to 
them and the homeyest English cook books, 
is little cubes of meat, and “the mince,” much 
served on toast to boarders in Ramsgate, is 
meat put through a machine. 

The poorman’s goose and the faggots, I was 
expressly reminded, were workingmens diet. 
The -pig's fry—all the upper internal organs of 
the pig hung from the windpipe in the market 
——i# usually purchased for a meal on one day, 
and the chitterlings (see Dickens)—all the 
lower internal organs—on the next. 

The set recipe which I find for this dish is 
as follows: 

Pig's Fry.—Ingredients: A pigis fry, which 
consists of the heart, lights, liver, and sweet- 
bread, frying; fat, flour, salt anti pepper, sage. 
Method: Wash the fry well, cover it with 
water, add a little salt, and cook gently for

one-half hour. Drain and dry well, cut into 
thin slices, and coat them HNghtly with flour 
seasoned with salt, pepper, and a little sage. 
Fry in hot fat until nicely browned, then re- 
move and keep hot. Sprinkle a little four on 
the bottotm of the frying pan, let it ee 
then pour in a little boiling water, add 
seasoning to taste. Boll up, strain, 3 serve 
round the fry or separately. Time, from one 
to one and one-fourth hours. Allow one pound 
for four or five persons. Seaseonable in winter. 
The young women of the midlands are not the 
only real English girls I have met in lodgings.

Coroner’s Jury Also Exoner- 
ates Officials for Killing 
of Aviator. 


SEES PERIL IN TWO RACES 


Says Different Machines Should 
Not Be on Air Course 
at Same Time. 


Although the officials of the Aero Club of 
Illinois were unanimous in testifying that the 
blame for the death of Aviator Howard W. 
Gill at Cicero field some days ago should be 
put on George Mestach, another aviator, 
whose monoplane ran into Gill’s machine, a 
coroner's jury yesterday returned a verdict 


specifically exonerating Mestach. The ver- 
dict also ex¢culpated the officials. 

D. D. Griffith, one of the starters on the 
day of the collision, and Frank X. Mudd, a 
member of the contest committee, swore 
Mestach had insisted on flying despite their 
protests. Mestach told an exactly contrary 
story. He said he had gone up only after he 
had been ordered to do so by the officials. 
Maurice Prevost, flyer of the Duperdussin 
monoplane, previously had refused to go up 
on account of the darkness. 


Mestach Is Corroborated, 

Mestach was corroborated in his story by 
George J, Orgibet, a newspaper man, who 
said he heard Mestach protesting to the 
officials against flying and by a letter written 
to him by Prevost just berore Prevost had 
started for France and while Mestach still 
was in the hospital recovering from his in- 
juries. This letter unreservedly laid respon- 
sibility for the accident on the shoulders of 
the officiale and urged Mestach to be at 
peace with his conscience ” i the death of
